The highest wages paid any teacher, $56 per month; the low- 
est, $16; average wages per month for female teachers, $23.50 ; 
expense per scholar, $7.82. 


Your committee has changed the Geographies during the year, 
introducing Harper’s inplace of Warren’s. The advantage there- 
by gained is uniformity, there being many, and some quite old 
editions of the former work in use, rendering classification 
difficult, and accurate information in some cases impossible. The 
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new work will be a considerable saving of expense in future, its 
price being much less than that of the book formerly in use, while 
as a text book, the teachers uniformly report themselves as high- 
ly pleased with it, and heartily approve the change. 

As a whole the schools are blieved to have been an improve- 
ment over the previous year, though your Superintendent, of 
course, has no means of determining this fact with any degree of 
accuracy, not having been heretofore personally familliar with 
them. This improvement, however, is the result of a variety of 
circumstances, and hence largely accidental. 

The number of weeks is twenty-eight more than last year, 
partly due to the extra term in No. 2, which, in every alternate 
year is replaced by the Conant School. Some of the small dis- 
tricts have had longer schools than last year, an improvement 
greatly needed. Noschool has been a failure, and all, with per- 
haps one exception, have attained a fair degree of success. Suc- 
cess or the lack of it is, however, by no means entirely dependent 
on the teacher. Some schools have had excellent instruction in 
previous years; are filled with a class of scholars naturally quick 
to learn and who have been constant in attendance until the hab- 
at has become fixed. Such schools, even in the care of inferior 
teachers, cannot but show good progress. ‘Two or three could 
be mentioned, which with all these existing advantages were doub- 
ly fortunate in securing excellent teachers. It goes without say- 
ing that such schools show the best results. 

Other schools in terms past have suffered from lack of interest, 
from interruptions from sickness and irregular attendance of pu- 
pils, and from a variety of causes beyond the control of teachers, 
though probably not altogether beyond the control of the parents. 
In schools of this kind, the same progress cannot be expected ; 
it requires several terms of school, faithful work of teachers and 
united effort of parents, to recover the lost ground. 


The school in No. 6 belongs to this latter class. Various caus- 
es in the past, chiefly irregular attendance, have seriously injured 
the school, and in giving Miss Annett a certificate to teach in 
this district it was not without some misgivings as to the result. 
In this, however, your Superintendent was happily disappointed ; 
the attendance greatly improved, which at once removed half the 
difficulty, while the faithful work of the teacher in two successive 
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terms produced very creditable results, especially to be com- 
mended in view of the disadvantages mentioned. 

This district and No. 11 are both badly in need of better black- 
boards and other apparatus, as well as new buildings, and will 
be seriously handicapped until these pressing needs are supplied. 

In No. 12 there was but one short term of ten weeks; the ay- 
erage attendance was only three scholars, hence comment on the 
school cannot well be made. 

In No. 18 there was likewise only one term of thirteen weeks, 
but these six scholars had had the advantages of the summer 
and fall terms in No. 9. 

The summer term in No. 5 was interrupted for three weeks by 
the sickness of the teacher, yet notwithstanding this drawback, 
avery good term of school was completed. The fall term in 
No. 7 was also interrupted after three weeks by the sickness of 
the teacher, who was forced to give up her work entirely, a loss 
very much to be regretted, especially so as it is doubtful if her 
health will again permit her to resume teaching. ‘The district 
succeeded after only a short delay in filling her place, and the 
work done by this school under these two efficient teachers has 
not been surpassed by any other school. 

By special request of your Superintendent, more than usual at- 
tention has been given to the subject of penmanship, and in 
many schools very marked improvement has been made. It is 
firmly believed that this subject should be treated as one of the 
most important in the common schools. No man can carry on 
business successfully unless he can write easily and rapidly, and 
no man should engage in business until he can write legibly, for 
the time of other business men is too valuable to be wasted in 
puzzling over the hieroglyphics of those who neglected to learn 
to write in the common schools; moreover, a situation in any ca- 
pacity where writing and figuring are even occasionally necessa- 
ry, is entirely out of question for a young man or woman who 
cannot write a fair hand with some degree of ease and rapidity. 


In No. 2, in the primary department, there were three excellent 
terms under the same efficient teacher. ‘The two terms under 
Miss Robbins in the grammar department were, as usual, above 
criticism, although the wisdom of the arrangement of a short 
summer term of siz weeks may be questioned. The winter term 
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can hardly be called a success. Mr. Center entered the school 
under circumstances which alone rendered good results very 
doubtful, to say the least. The prevailing sentiment of scholars 
and parents was strongly opposed to the introduction of any new 
teacher, and in view of the existing feeling, for anyone to have 
obtained the good will of the school would have been very difti- 
cult. ¢ 

Your superintendent is well aware that the duty of selecting 
teachers devolves upon the prudential committee alone, and he 
has no desire to interfere with or assume to criticise what is out 
of his province ; yet it is no more than right to say that by fair 
understanding with the Conant school committee, of which your 
superintendent is chairman, Mr. Armitage, as teacher of the 
Conant school, was to have had the winter district school in No. 
2. Had it not been so he would hardly have returned to Jaffrey 
for two terms of the high school. ‘That this school was not given 
him was an act of bad faith toward Mr. Armitage and the Co- 
nant school committee, and worse policy for the interests of the 
district, as the result showed. 

Without exaggeration, it may safely be said that Mr. Armitage 
has proved one of the best instructors and disciplinarians which 
the Conant school has ever had.: Under these circumstances, 
aside from the simple justice of the thing, it was remarkable that 
the prudential committee should have been so short sighted as to 
try the venture of a new teacher, always a hazardous experiment, 
and in the nature of this case, peculiarly so. Mr. Cutter, for 
many years, has faithfully served his district and always careful- 
ly looked after its interest, and too much credit cannot be given 


him for his unremitting efforts in behalf of the schools under his 


charge ; and hence it is to be especially regretted that he should 
have allowed himself to be influenced to make so unfortunate a 


move in this instance. 


Your superintendent firmly believes that the interests of our 
schools demand a few radical changes. The ‘‘district system” 
ought to be abolished at once; the primary schools need not 
then be greatly altered, except in a few cases to slightly decrease 
the number and increase the size of the schools. 

The schools in No. 2 should be carefully graded, and pupils 
from all parts of the town admitted to the grammar department 
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without charge for tuition. Your superintendent has given this 
matter careful consideration, and believes that under the plan 
suggested much better results could be obtained than under the 
present system, without increased expense. 

The amount received from the Literary Fund should be added 
to the income of the Conant Fund, which would then allow of 
three full terms of high school per year, thereby greatly increas- 
ing its efficiency, and at once remove the present necessity of 
crowding the higher branches into our district schools in No. 2. 
This again would remove what is now a fruitful source of discord 
between the trustees of the Conant school and this district. 

It is suggested that the compensation of your superintendent 
barely covers his necessary expenses, and should be so far in- 
creased as to pay him at least as much for his time as your se- 
lectmen or other town officers receive.

Since my last report we have had but one fire. On Wednes- 
day, February 8th, between 9 and 10 p. m., fire was discovered in 
the drying house of Messrs. White Brothers. Their force 
pumps were immediately put to work, making it unnecessary to 
take the engine out. The fire was confined to the building, which - 
contained several hundred pounds of loose cotton, which contin- 
ued to burn notwithstanding the great quantity of water thrown 
upon it, destroying the building and most of the contents.
